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Clocktower junction 

costs put back work 


RISING costs mean 
that a controversial 
revamp of a busy road 
junction is unlikely to 
start until after April. 

Proposals to change New¬ 
market’s Clocktower junc¬ 
tion have been under dis¬ 
cussion for more than four 
years following other 
changes to the town’s road 
layout. 

Now the town council has been 
told the cost of the scheme, pre¬ 
viously estimated at £350,000, 
could be as much as £600,000. 

Suffolk County Council, the

road authority, does not have 
enough money in its budget to 
carry out the work and is 
currently making a bid for 
additional cash through the local 
transport plan for 2008/9. 

The county originally wanted 
to replace the existing mini¬ 
roundabout at the junction with 
traffic lights. Consideration was 
even given to moving the historic 
Clocktower itself. 

But after strong opposition 
from the town council and local 
traders, the traffic lights prop¬ 
osal was dropped and the county 


council came up with a scheme 
for an enlarged roundabout. 

Experts ruled out moving the 
Clocktower as too costly. 

Plans for the junction appeared 
settled about 18 months ago, but 
no moves towards starting the 
work have been made. 

Rod Sore, county council safety 
engineering manager, told the 
town council that it is currently 
in the process of detailed 
development. 

But he warned that money 
might have to be saved by using 
cheaper materials if there was no 
extra cash available. 

The scheme has been allocated 
£350,000 funding and there is an 
additional £100,000 in the kitty 


paid by Waitrose for road 
changes associated with its store 
in the town which opened three 
years ago. 

Part of the scheme involves 
closing Exeter Road at the 
Clocktower junction. 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
said: “To close Exeter Road and 
force all traffic onto Fordham 
Road will bring Newmarket 
traffic into utter chaos. 

“They would be better off to 
leave it as it is.” 

The council’s community 
service committee has asked for 
the latest plans for the junction 
to be sent to them for further 
discussion.

Development welcomed 


A DEVELOPER has agreed to pay 
more than £500,000 towards 
community improvements as part 
of a multi-million pound housing 
and business scheme. 

The cash, to be paid by developer 
Kennett Park LLP, will help pay for 
new village halls in Kentford and 
Moulton, near Newmarket, 
improved public transport, more 
school places, improvements to 
footpaths and cycle routes, public 
transport and adult training. 

The company is due to make a 
formal legal agreement to pay the 
money as part of the terms of 
planning permission for the 
redevelopment of the former 
Friskies Petcare site at Kentford. 

The 15-acre site, which closed 
down in 2002, included catteries 
and kennels occupied by “tasters” 
who tried new kinds of pet food. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council has agreed that it can be 


redeveloped with 92 new houses, a 
business park with offices and 
light industry, a care home as well 
as a site for a new village hall. 

It was originally a Victorian 
parkland area associated with the 
Lanwades Park Estate, part of 
which is now occupied by the 
Animal Health Trust. 

The developer has said the 
scheme could bring about 300 jobs 
to the area and work on the site 
should start next year. 

People living nearby objected to 
the scheme on the grounds of over¬ 
development, disturbance and 
traffic problems it would bring. 

Martin Bailey, from the 
developers, told the district 
council’s planning committee: “I 
hope you will agree this is an 
innovative regeneration project.” 

Coun Roger Dicker, who 
represents Kentford where he runs 
the village post office and shop, 


said: “This will be good use of a 
brownfield site. 

“I believe the developer has 
taken a number of the concerns on 
board.” 

He declared an interest in the 
scheme and left the meeting while 
further debate and the vote took 
place. 

Coun Bill Bishop, district 
council chairman, said: “Having 
seen this enormous site and the 
benefits it will bring in terms of 
housing, employment and the 
village halls, I support the 
application.” 

The committee granted outline 
planning permission, subject to 
the legal agreement to pay the cash 
promised. The details of the 
development in terms of house 
sizes and layout will be the subject 
of further applications for 
planning permission. 


New use for shop 

AN EMPTY shop could be 
converted into a financial 
services office, if permission 
for a change of use is given. 

The former Jumper shop in 
Newmarket High Street, which 
has been empty for about a 
year, is the subject of an 
application to Forest Heath 
District Council for approval of 
a change of use. 

A business called Better, which 
has other outlets in the London 
area, wants to open a branch in 
the town. Suggested opening 
hours will be 9am to 9.30pm 
Monday to Saturday 11am to 
6pm on Sundays and 8.30am to 
6pm on Bank Holidays. 

Agents for the business have 
argued that the change of use 
from a shop is an acceptable 
use of the building.

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the elderly gets £750,000 boost 


Centre for 

A CENTRE for the elderly has re¬ 
ceived a £750,000 boost to help its 
struggling finances. 

Newmarket Day Centre, which 
provides activities as well as meals 
for hundreds of pensioners each 
week, was facing a shortfall of over 
£75,000 before the Gibson Trustees 
stepped in with a donation of shares. 

The Gibson Trust helped to set up 
the centre, in Fred Archer Way, 


Newmarket, 26 years ago. Now it has 
stepped in with the latest support. 

Hugo Morriss, day centre treasurer, 
said in the centre’s annual report: “I 
do not want to dwell on what might 
have happened otherwise, but it’s safe 
to say that there would have had to be 
very fast and painful changes.” 

Mr Morriss said that without the 
gift the centre would have been 
looking at an operating deficit of 


more than £75,000 for the past year. 

“Very obviously we cannot support 
that rate of financial attrition in the 
future,” he said. 

“Our financial objective is to halve 
this during the current year and then 
to halve it again by March 31,2009. 

“This will not be easy as we expect 
our grant income from public 
authorities to continue to fall.” 

He added: “The loss of this income 


will need to be replaced by income 
from the private sector and also from 
broadening our client base.” 

During the past year the centre’s 
administrator took redundancy 
Paul Goffin, its director, said 
funding was getting harder to find 
but there were plans to refurbish the 
centre next year to widen its appeal. 

Its annual meeting will be held on 
Monday November 12. 


Fallon best jockey in the 
world, trainer tells jury

TOP racehorse trainers 
described Kieren 
Fallon as “brilliant” 
and “the best jockey in 
the world” as the Old 
Bailey trial into an 
alleged race-fixing con¬ 
spiracy continued. 

Fallon, 42, is accused of 
deliberately stopping horses 
from winning as part of a 
plot to allow a crooked 
betting syndicate to defraud 
the internet betting 
exchange Betfair. 

Newmarket-based cham¬ 
pion trainer Sir Michael 
Stoute told the court that 
Fallon rode a “brilliant” race 
on the Queen’s horse said to 
have been destined to lose as 
part of the scam. 

The prosecution alleges 
that Fallon’s mount Daring 
Aim was one of 27 horses on 
which large bets were laid 
for them to lose. 

But Sir Michael said that 
Fallon’s ride in the New¬ 
market race in July 2004 was 
brilliant. 

Sir Michael also said 
Fallon showed “beautiful 
horsemanship” when 
Krynica won at Pontefract 
the previous month. 

Another trainer Alan Jar¬ 
vis described Fallon as “the 
best jockey in the world.” 

He said he was amazed 
that his horse Right Answer, 
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which finished second at 
York in July, 2004, was part of 
the alleged plot. 

Mr Jarvis told the court: 
“He gave a perfect ride, prob¬ 
ably the best race the horse 
ever had. I was more than 
satisfied with it.” 

The court also heard how 
mobile phones were seized 
when police swooped to 
arrest Fallon and others said 
to have been involved in the 
plot. 

Fallon was arrested at 
Flint Cottage, Bury Road, 
Kentford, which was 
searched as well as his home 
at the time in Cowlinge, near 
Newmarket. 

Fallon, who now lives in 
Tipperary, Ireland, and 
fellow jockeys Fergal Lynch, 
and Darren Williams, deny 
the conspiracy between 
December 2002 and August 
2004. 

Lynch’s brother, Shaun 
Lynch, 38; professional gam¬ 
bler Miles Rodgers, 38; and 
Philip Sherkle, 42; also plead 
not guilty. 

Rodgers also denies a 
charge of concealing the 
proceeds of crime. 

The case continues. 


USAF fighter 
jets grounded 

ALL fighter jets at the 
Lakenheath American Air 
Force base have been 
grounded following a crash 
involving a similar aircraft. 
The 70 F-15 planes at the base 
along with more than 600 
others operated by the US Air 
Force are being kept on the 
ground while its cause is 
investigated. 

The incident last week 
involved a single-seat F-15C 
Eagle fighter flown by the 
Missouri National Guard. 
Structural failure is suspected 
to have caused the crash. 
Lakenheath has a squadron of 
F-15C and two squadrons of F- 
15E Strike Eagles, a newer 
version of the aircraft which 
has been in service since 1975.

A CHARITY’S plan to 
convert former offices 
into flats for homeless 
people has been 
thrown out on the 
grounds that it would 
disturb horses in a 
nearby racing stable. 

Newmarket racehorse 
trainer Brian McMath, 
whose stables are just off 
the High Street next door to 
the former estate agent’s 
office, has opposed the 
conversion on the grounds 
that his horses could be 
disturbed. 

He has complained about 
shouting and loud music in 
the early hours of the 
morning from adjoining 
flats run by the Newmarket 
Open Door charity 

He said that crockery had 
been hurled from the flats

into his yard and on to the 
roof of the stables. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee has turned down Open 
Door’s application for 
planning permission be¬ 
cause the flats would be 
“harmful to the safe and 
effective operation” of the 
stables. 

The charity, which has 
former Beirut hostage Terry 
Waite as its patron, has 


already converted three 
neighbouring houses into 
flats for homeless people 
between the ages of 16 and 
30. 

Mr McMath, 52, told the 
committee that there had 
been continuing problems of 
noise in the early hours of 
the morning from the 
existing Open Door flats. 

“I am particularly disap¬ 
pointed that unless a 
neighbour complains, the 
management (of Open Door) 
take no action against these 
disturbances,” he said. “It is 
having an effect on my 
family and my business.” 

Coun Andy Drummond 
said: “I have tried to broker 
a deal between Mr McMath 
and John Durrant, trustee of 
the charity I suggested that 
Open Door should move 
their administrative offices 
into the building next to the 
stables, which would be 
acceptable to Mr McMath. 
But they have chosen not to 
follow this route.”

Sir, I attended the meeting of the town 
council planning committee on 
November 5 in connection with other 
matters and was present when the 
issue of the Catholic Church’s 
application for a temporary change of 
use to accommodate the siting of a 
storage container on land adjacent to 
the church was heard. 

I was astonished at the extent of both 
the effort and the eloquence which had 
been expended on this minor issue. 
The speakers against the application 
spared no rhetorical trick and one 
could have been forgiven for thinking 
that the issue was of regional if not 
national planning significance. 

Amongst other things, the parish priest 
was accused of failing to appreciate 
that, by not paying attention to the 
planning agenda of Forest Heath 
District Council, he did not understand 
that enforcement applications were the 
result of “neighbourly pressure” from 
people living within 100 yards of the 
Parish Office. 


One speaker said that the container 
and its environs were the “ugliest thing” 
that she had ever seen and the old fire 
and bus stations were described in 
positively elegiac terms. 

Although the container clearly needs to 
be moved in the near future, which I 
understand is well appreciated by the 
Church - hence its application for 
“temporary” change of use - and the 
site’s future resolved by the Diocese of 
East Anglia who are its owners, I do not 
believe that the vitriol, albeit articulate 
and eloquent, was proportionate to the 
issue under consideration. 

Perhaps the talents of those involved in 
this objection might be better 
employed in support of promoting more 
positive developments within the 
parish, of which at least one objector is 
a member, or around the town assisting 
those less articulate to gain justice 
within the planning system.

Parking permits may 
be dear for residents

RESIDENTS could face 
a “considerable charge” 
if a parking permit 
scheme is introduced. 

People living in side streets 
close to Newmarket town 
centre have called for a 
permit scheme because they 
are fed up with all available 
spaces being taken by 
shoppers and workers. 

A petition signed by more 
than 100 people living in Rous 
Road and Lisburn Road has 
been sent to councillors and 
council officials, calling for 
action. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s community 
services committee were 
considering distributing 
leaflets (at a cost of £5,440),

asking residents in the town 
centre for their views. 

Moves to bring in permits 
stalled last year when only 12 
per cent of residents 
responded to a survey and 
Suffolk County Council, the 
highway authority, said that 


was not enough for a 
mandate for the scheme to 
progress. 

A report to the community 
services committee, which 
was meeting yesterday, 
warned that a “considerable” 
charge would have to be made 
to residents to make any 
scheme self-financing. 

Although figures were not 
given, the costs would have to 
cover the wages of two 
parking attendants and two 
administrative staff as well 
as uniforms, hand-held 
computers, digital cameras 
and mobile phones for the 
attendants. 

The cost of the permits 
themselves, as well as the cost 
of printing parking tickets 
for vehicles incorrectly 
parked, would have to be 
taken into account, too. 

The issue has already been 


discussed by the district 
council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee. 

Coun Robin Millar, the 
committee chairman, said a 
“joined up” approach was 
needed to the problem - 
involving the county council 
and the police as well as the 
district council. 

He said the Newmarket 
residents’ scheme would be 
considered as part of a 
district-wide parking strategy 
which would also consider 
the issue of parking on grass 
verges. 

He said: “I am quite en¬ 
couraged. We are beginning 
to pull all the threads 
together.” 

But he warned that 
residents could not expect to 
have a parking space 
reserved outside their homes, 
if a scheme was brought in. 


Neighbours object to plans for takeaway 


A BID to open a Chinese takeaway in 
part of a post office is set to be rejected 
after opposition from neighbours. 

People living next to the Exning Road 
Post Office in Newmarket objected to 
plans to convert its convenience store 
into a take-away 

Two petitions, signed by a total of 
more than 130 people, were sent to 


Forest Heath District Council and 25 
individual letters of objection were sent 
in. 

The council’s planning committee has 
indicated that it intends to refuse 
planning permission, against the advice 
of planning officers who said that the 
change of use to a takeaway was 
acceptable. 


Corinne Sadler, who lives in King 
Edward Road next door to the post 
office, said: “The biggest problem is 
parking. It is already at best difficult 
and at worst impossible.” 

Planning officer Dave Beighton said 
any problems arising from the takeaway 
would be for the police or council 
officials to deal with.

Drinking water will 
have fewer nitrates

MILLIONS of pounds are 
being spent to tackle the 
problem of rising nitrate 
levels in water. 

New water treatment equip¬ 
ment is being installed near 
Newmarket to keep drinking 
water supplies safe. 

Although farmers are using 
fewer nitrates than previously, 
water containing excess amounts 
of the chemical can take years to 
get into underground supplies. 

Anglian Water, together with 
alliance partner Biwater, is 
currently working on two ion 
exchange treatment works which 
are due to begin reducing nitrate 
levels early next year. 

A £3.7 million scheme at the 
Lower Links works on Dulling- 
ham Road, Newmarket, is on 
target for completion by January, 
although it will not come “on 
line” until it has been fully tested 
and inspected. It will treat water 
supplies for around 5,500 people 
living in the Woodditton and 
Cheveley areas. 

A similar project is also under 
way at Moulton for completion at 
around the same time.

Mike Harrison, project 
manager, said: “It’s about 
maintaining water quality 
standards.” 

Work has been under way 
since July on the site off Dulling- 
ham Road, where there is already 
an AW pumping station. 

The project has involved 


careful planning to ensure water 
supplies are not interrupted. 

The station, which pumps 
water to the Woodditton water 
tower, has to remain operational 
while the work is going on. 

The scheme has had to be 
planned around an ancient oak 
tree in the middle of site. 

Although it is not the subject 
to a preservation order, AW 
accepted that it should be saved 
and has carefully worked around 
the tree. 

Mr Harrison said other trees 
would be planted in a land¬ 
scaping scheme once the build¬ 
ing work was finished. 

When in operation the new 
works will treat one and a half 
litres of water every second by 
exchanging “bad” ions for “good” 
ones in a fully automated process. 

Engineers will be alerted if 
anything goes wrong through 
extensive monitoring equipment. 

Waste water containing the 
nitrates will be taken away each 
month by tanker for treatment at 
the Milton works. 

“Customers will not notice any 
difference when the new treat¬ 
ment equipment becomes 
operational,” said an AW 
spokeswoman.

Metal is 
stolen 
from hall 


SCRAP metal crooks 
have struck at a hall 
for the fourth time in 
seven months. 

Victoria Hall in Ford- 
ham has become the latest 
target for the thieves, who 
stripped lead from its roof 
and bay windows.

There is something about 
being with our family that 
should make us feel loved and 
cared about.

rows and imagine that other 
families get on so much better, 
have a happier time and are 
pretty much perfect. 

But according to Jo Ellen 
Grzyb, author of Family 
Heaven, Family Hell, we don’t 
have to wait for our father to 
stop criticising, our mother to 
stop fussing about our weight, or 
our siblings to just not come 
along at all, to have a nice 
Christmas. To a certain extent, 
the success of the event can be 
in our own hands. 

She explains: “Big family 
dramas tend to happen during 
the really important get- 
togethers like Christmas as 
those events represent 
something larger to do with 
religion, culture and national 
tradition. 

It’s as though people store 
their crises so messy stuff 
seems to emerge tenfold when 
the festive spirit is supposed to 
be around. 

“The irony is we have this 
almost Victorian ideal of the 
‘perfect Christmas’ when in 
actual fact the perfect Christmas 
is just about having a nice time 
with each other, and that we can 
do something about.” 

If you always fall into the 
same arguments or patterns 
with your family, why not 
change that pattern? Nothing 
changes if nothing changes, 
Grzyb advises, so do something 
different. Why not have 
Christmas on neutral territory 
like a hotel? Or if you go to your 
mother’s every year, why not 


invite everyone to your home or 
share it out amongst siblings? 
The change of environment can 
add a different perspective in 
more ways than one. 

Approaching Christmas it is a 
good idea, says Grzyb, to be 
aware of which family ‘cocktail’ 
mixes are more volatile than 
others. 

But remember a lot of these 
feelings will stem back to when 
you were a child, and now, as an 
adult, you can choose to feel 
differently if you put your mind 
to it, she argues. 

At this point in your life you 
pretty much know what’s going 
to happen at one of your family 
get-togethers and you have the 
option of deciding on how you 
will behave beforehand, rather 
than just reacting to your 
disappointments or other 
people’s behaviour. 

Top tips for Christmas heaven 

■ See the reality for what it is, 
not what you hope it is going to 
be. Try not to let your 
expectations, good or bad, rule 
you. 

■ Be prepared. Prepare your 
coping strategies well ahead of 
time. 

■ Make your intentions clear 
and set boundaries for others. 
People cannot read your mind - 
so let them know what your 
plans are. Be very clear about 
what you expect from others too. 

■ Avoid trying to control the 
situation. 

■ Let other people be as they are 
(as long as they are not harming 




you or others). 

■ Step outside the arena when 
things start hotting up - make a 
cup of tea, go to the toilet. Get 
out of the line of fire if possible 
to give yourself a chance to cool 
off. 

■ Know your bottom line - what 
behaviour you won’t tolerate, 
the shenanigans you won’t put 
up with. 

■ Let other people be right. 


Concede and be gracious. 

■ Accept that you may not have 
the ideal family and try to focus 
on people’s good or caring 
qualities instead of the negative. 

■ Remember you always have 
the power to choose what you do 
and who you do it with. You’re 
an adult now.

For a non-alcoholic version, 
replace the water with tea and 
simmer for two to three minutes, 
and replace the wine with red 
grape juice. 

(Takes 25 minutes , makes 8-10 
glasses) 

100g/4oz ligh t m uscovado sugar 
2 oranges, zest pared , juice 
squeezed from one, the other cut 


into chunks 

2 cinnamon sticks, broken in half 
A little freshly grated nutmeg 
1x75cl bottle light red wine 
1 apple , quartered , cored and 
thickly sliced 

Put the sugar, the orange zest, 
juice and chunks, cinnamon and 
nutmeg in a pan with 300ml/half 
pint water and bring to the boil. 

Simmer for 10 minutes to infuse 
the spices, then add the wine and 
apple slices and bring to a simmer. 
Serve in heatproof glasses. 

MINI ICED CHRISTMAS 
PUDDINGS 

Packed with plump fruits with a 
whiff of rum, these are lighter 
than the traditional Christmas 
pudding. For children, replace 
rum with orange juice. 

(Takes 30-35 minutes, plus cooling 
and freezing; serves 4) 

Finely grated zest 1 clementine 

and 3 tbsp juice 

5tbsp golden rum 

140g/5oz golden caster sugar 

85g/3oz mix dried cranberries and 

raisins 

25g/loz cut mixed peel 

2x150g cartons light Greek 

yoghurt 

1x142ml carton double cream 
50g/2oz white chocolate, melted 
and piped in star shapes 
Line four 200ml/7fl oz moulds 
with cling film and leave an 
overhang. 

Heat the clementine juice with 


the rum and sugar until it 
dissolves. Tip in the dried fruit, 
simmer for two minutes. Stir in 
the mixed peel and zest and leave 
until cold. 

Beat the yoghurt with a spoon 
until smooth. Softly whip the 
cream and fold into the yoghurt. 
Measure off four tablespoons of 
the fruit and its syrup, set aside 
(or freeze). Stir the rest into the 
yoghurt mixture. Spoon into the 
pudding moulds. Cover with the 
cling film, then foil. Freeze (for up 
to a month). 

Thaw the puddings in the fridge 
for one hour. Tip them out, remove 
the lining, serve with the thawed 
fruit and syrup and a chocolate 
star. 

ORANGE CHOCOLATE 
CHRISTMAS TREES 

Let the children help make these 
novelty chocolates and pack them 
up in pretty boxes to give as gifts. 
(Takes 10-15 minutes, plus one 
hour chilling, makes 8 chocolates) 

1 orange 

225g/8ozmilk chocolate , broken in 
pieces 

One quarter tsp ground mixed 
spice 

Coloured sugar balls to decorate 
Using the smallest holes on a 
grater, finely grate the zest of the 
orange. 

Put the chocolate into a 
heatproof bowl and microwave on 
High (850W) for one minute. 
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■ SOMETHING WARMING ... Spiced 
wine punch. 

Holding the bowl with a cloth, stir 
the chocolate. Return it to the 
microwave on High for 30 seconds 
until the chocolate is just softened. 
Add the spice and orange zest and 
stir to mix. 

Drop several sugar balls into 
eight cubes of a flexible tree¬ 
shaped (or other shape such as 
star) ice-cube tray. Spoon in the 
chocolate. 

Chill for at least one hour, then, 
with a plate ready, upturn the ice¬ 
cube tray pressing the base of 
each cube to pop out the 
chocolates. 

These can be made ahead and 
kept in a cool place for up to a 
week.

Police say 

clampdown 

on yobs has 
worked

A POLICE clampdown on 
yob behaviour has seen 
around 130 fixed penalty 
“on the spot” fines issued. 

Newmarket has been one of 
the towns where extra police 
have handed out the £80 
penalties to late night revellers 
for offences such as threatening 
or abusive behaviour and 
urinating in the street. 

The five-and-a-half month 
campaign called Operation 
Staysafe has been hailed as a 
success in combating more 
serious violent crime. 

Supt Jon Brighton, who led 
the campaign across West 
Suffolk, said: “The proactive 
patrols at weekend appear to 
have had the desired effect, 
helping to reduce the amount of 
serious violence in our town 
centres.” 

He said there had been an 
eight per cent fall in violent 
offences such as actual bodily 
harm and grievous bodily harm. 

And he said that by issuing 
tickets for minor offences, police 
had probably deterred more 
serious violence. 

“Newmarket provides poli¬ 
cing challenges because it has 
such a busy night-time econ¬ 
omy” he said. 

With two night clubs, a lap¬ 
dancing club and many pubs 
open until midnight or later at 
weekends, the town attracts 
people from a wide area. 

He said the town was the 


busiest in west Suffolk at 
weekend nights. 

“We have made a conscious 
effort this year to address the 
low-level anti-social behaviour 
which causes misery for 
residents,” he said. 

“We are working in partner¬ 
ship with the licensees and 
councils to address the prob¬ 
lems.” 

He said 130 of the 208 fixed 
penalty notices issues across 
west Suffolk had been issued in 
Newmarket. 

During the campaign 63 
people were arrested for public 
order and violent offences 
across the area. 

“We don’t want to be seen as 
taking draconian measures, but 
the public want us to deal with 
issues like urinating in public to 
help make Newmarket an even 
nicer place,” he said. 

Posters have been issued to 
pubs and night clubs warning 
revellers that they will face a 
penalty if caught urinating in 
public. 

Although the campaign has 
now come to an end, Supt 
Brighton said officers would 
continue to issue tickets where 
necessary and additional 
officers would be drafted in to 
Newmarket as needed. 

A similar campaign is set to 
be launched covering the 
Christmas and New Year period. 

Supt Brighton said: “Officers 
will be out on the streets to help 
you, but if your behaviour 
affects the enjoyment of others 
on a night out you will be firmly 
dealt with.”

Oi va voi! The band’s 
shifting CDs - literally

JEWISH klezmer music, 
Eastern European gypsy 
beats and good old rock 
and roll will collide at the 
Junction in Cambridge 
next Tuesday when Oi Va 
Voi return to Cambridge. 

The London band draw on their 
Jewish musical heritage - the 
name is a Yiddish exclamation - 
with violins, trumpets and 
clarinets, but also throw Balkan 
brass, hip hop, electronica and 
rock into the musical mix. 
“Klezmer is a kind of music which 
a lot of people know but they 
don’t realise they know it,” says 
the band’s drummer and 
percussionist, Josh Breslaw. “It 
appears a lot all over the place, 
even in old Walt Disney films. It 
seems to be a kind of music that 
everyone can identify with. 

“But we’re not a klezmer band, 
we are a band influenced by 
klezmer. We’re a rock and roll 
band. There’re guitars and drums 
and great vocals. I think that our 
strength is the variety of 
instrumentation.” 

The band was a launch pad for 
KTTunstall, who appeared on 
their debut album, Laughter 
Through the Tears, before leaving 
to pursue a hugely successful 
solo career. 


But after recruiting new singer 
Bridgette Amofah they have found 
a new lease of life and released 
their second, self titled, album 
earlier this year. 

“When you’re doing your first 
album you put everything into it 
and then afterwards you think, 
‘What next?’,” recalls Josh. “And 
when KT Tunstall left and became 
so successful there was a big 
gap. It wasn’t a problem that she 
was such a success, that was 
great, it was just that she had set 
the standard so high and we 
didn’t want to let that drop. But 
now we’ve found a really great 
singer.” 

Although they were over the 


moon to be nominated for the 
BBC World Music Awards a 
couple of years ago, the group do 
get a little irritated when they are 
lumped into that catch-all 
category.

ALMOST one in 15 
cars on Britain’s roads 
is being driven while 
uninsured, 
Government figures 
showed this week. 

More than 2.1 million 
vehicles on UK roads are 
being driven while 
uninsured, with opposition 
MPs accusing ministers of 
grossly underestimating the 
severity of the problem and 
doing little to tackle it. 

Liberal Democrat MP 
Lynne Featherstone said the 
figures she had been given 
by the Department for 
Transport showed a rise of 
100,000 in just one year and 
now amounts to 6.5 per cent 
of all vehicles in the UK. 

Those drivers, she said, 
were responsible for 
committing more crimes 
and often left insured 
motorists - the “good guys” 
- picking up the 
bill through 
increased 
premiums. 

“As with most 
crime it is 
inevitably the law- 
abiding public that 
end up footing the 
bill with 

uninsured drivers 
costing us on 
average £30 more 
in premiums,” 
said Ms 

Featherstone. 

“I get really 
really angry that it 
is always the good 
guys who are the 
fall guys.” 

She went on: 

“The Government 
has obviously 
fallen asleep at the 
wheel on this one. 

“It is 

government 
without due care 
and attention; 
their policies for 
pursuing 
uninsured drivers 
have been a total 
failure and it is 
about time they 
accepted the facts 
and took action.” 

The Department 
for Transport 
disputed the rise 
in the figures, 
saying there had 
actually been a 4.2 
per cent drop in 
claims for 

compensation for 
the victims of 
uninsured drivers. 

A Parliamentary 
answer by 

transport minister 
Jim Fitzpatrick 
said: “There are 
about 2.1 million 
licensed vehicles 
(about 6.5 per cent 


the bill 

of the UK vehicle fleet) being 
driven by uninsured drivers. 

“We have no long term 
evidence on trends . . . and 
there is some recent 
evidence from the insurance 
industry showing that for the 
year 2006 there was a 4.2 per 
cent drop in claims for 
compensation for the victims 
of uninsured drivers.” 

A DfT spokesman said new 
measures - automatic 
number plate recognition 
(ANPR) technology and 
increased powers for police 
to seize cars - had begun to 
tackle the problem. 

New legislation being 
brought in would be similar 
to TV licensing systems 
where car owners would be 
tracked by computer if their 
vehicles were not registered 
as insured. 

ANPR technology, he 
added, was catching up to 
1,500 cars a week.
